A 16-Year-Old Girl's Attempt th 
Commit Suleide. 


Takes a Dose of Arsenic at the Four 
Courts. 


SHE CAME HERE LAST NIGHT FROM 


Claims That Ben Komple, the Town Mar- 
skol, Bought Mer the Peises, and 
Saye er Eather, DPD. 6. Neri 
ives at Lebamen-—She Has Trev- 
eled Around Fer Twe Years— 
Came Here te Ge to the Baptist Sant- 
tarfum te See a Friend—The Felice 
Toek Her te the Feur Courts—She 
Will Recover. 


Laurea Alice Pearl Harris, an uncouth, 
Gespondent and heart - sick ru- 
ral lass of 16 years, came 
to st. Louis last night at 10 o'clock, 
ana while she was in the detention room 
at the Four Courts she swallowed 
adose of arsenic, with the desperate pur- 
pose of ending her desolate life. 
She was saved by the prompt 
action of Matron Harris, her assistant Mag- 
gie Murphy and Dispensary Physician Fitz- 
patrick.

LOST HER MONEY. 

Her face was wan, melancholy and set, as 
if ner heart was seared by sorrow 
and rough adventures. Her hair was of 
a golden hue and fell over her 
shoulders in reckless disorder. Her simple

was glum and defiant, and spoke about her- 
self only after mach urging. ‘*I lost $10 
which was in a book that! was reading on my 
way to st. Louis andihbave no money. My 
father is a farmer, but I have been 
away from home since June, and 
I have been traveling for two or 
three years. He sends me money whenever 
I wantit. I wish you would send me to the 
Baptist Sanitarium on Taylor avenue, for I 
have a friend out there. 

„Wat do you do while you are travel- 
ing?“ a policeman asked ber. 

„Well, I took care of a lady at Mexico, 
Mo., for two weeks, and I want to go to 
Chicago to visit my uncle.“ She at frst 
refasead to say where her father 
lived, bat aftera minute of close question, 
she said that his farm was near Doddsvilie, 
III. It was later established that 
he resides near Lebanon, Mo. The police 
judged her to be a runaway country girl and 
they decided to keep her under restraint un- 
til they could communicate with her father. 

IN MRS. HARRIS’ HANDS. 

She was removed to the apartments of 
Matron Harris, on the second floor of the 
Four Courts, and was placed in «a4 
detention room. Mrs. Harris was 
not at home to receive 
her latest guest, Dut the Assistant Matron, 
Mrs. Meggie Murphy, examined the girl, in 
the hope of getting a detailed story from 
her. 

**What is your name?’’ asked Mrs. Murphy. 

The girl sulked behind the wooden grating 
which separated her from her toquisitor, 

„My name is Laura Alice Pear! Harris. 

**Where did you come from?’’ 

She refused to answer. 

**Where does your father live?’’

Sars 6HE WILL STARVE. 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter saw Mrs. Harris 
in the detention room at the Four 
Courts after she had been received 
and hed quite a chat with the would-be 
suicide. She positively refused to tell why 
she wished to destroy hergelf, although she 
talked freely about everything else. She 
said, however, that it was no use 


for the police or the doctors to keep heralive, 
as she proposed to kill herself one way or 
the otder and would manage to starve ber- 
self to death if she couldn't end her existence 
in any other manner. 

Whenthe reporter entered the room he 
found Miss Harris sitting ina rocking chair 
reading a newspapér. When he ac- 
costed her she willingly consented to 
talk, and during the interview she 
laughed heartily as the newspaper man in- 
voluntarily expressed his surprise at her 
statements. The reporter toid her that he 
was astonished to hear of her attempt 

self-destruction as he had 

her only a few hours 

ry cheerful. ‘*‘Oh this isn’t the 

first time I’ve tried it, said she witha 

weird mie, I'veattempted toktll myself 

probably fifteen times before. I've tried all 

the different routes arsenic, strychnine, 

white lead, rallroad pond and several otlers.

Claims That Me Owes Her $9.75, Which, 
She Alleges, He Berrewed from Her 
im Small Amounts—Attached His 
Wardrobe, But Only Got a Night-Gar- 
ment—Miss Lerey Siegs at the Cave 
and Earl at the Reef Garden. 


Dashing Artnur Earl, one of the singers of 
the Americus Quartette which is entertaing 
patrons of the Roof Garden was beaten over 
the head with an umbrella by Maud Leroy. a 
chorus girl at Uhrig’s Cave, who says he 
owes her $9.75 and an ap>logy. The chas tise- 
ment was infilcted upon the unfortunate 
Earl at the St. James Hotel yesterday after- 


noon. 
Guests of the hotel witnessed the comDat, 


which was terminated by the appearance of 
Laudlord Thomas Miller. Miss Leroy was 
accompanied by Miss Leona sylvester, who 
plays a part in Faust“ at UBrig’s Cave. 
According to Miss Leroy the claim is an old 
one and consists of small loans negotiated 
from time to time when Mr. Earl was in 
abject want. She says she loaned him 


560 cents in Denver, fi n New York and otber 
amounts aggrexating 0 76 whilstthey were 
in other cities. She admitted last 
evening, however, that she would not have 
assaulted Mr. Karl with an umbrella for the 
sum of $9.75, had he not cast aspersions upon 
her character. 

Mr. Karl and Miss Leroy frst 
acquainted with each other last 
when they joined the Broaa- 
way Opera Company, which went 
from New York to Denver to enliven the cit- 
igens of the Colorado metropolis with sum- 
mer opera performances. Miss Leroy says 
that she and Air. Earl were merely casual ac- 
quaintances, anc that he never kae her 
woll enough to warrant himin borrowing 
money from her. 

MISS LEROY’S STORY. 

„One day while we were at Denver,’’ said 
Miss Leroy last evening, ‘*Mr. Earl came to 
me and told me that he must have 80 cents. 
He asked me to loan bia the money. I was 


surprised that he should make such 
a request, but the amount was so small that 
Lilet bimhbaveit. Ue often borrowed small 
amounts of money from me after that, and 
when the company stranded aad we returned 
to New York he borrowed $3 from me to pay 
his room rent, he said. A few days after- 
ward he Dorrowed $2 from me to get a song 
N He was going to make a great hit 
when be sang the song, Dut he did not, and 
he borrowed S0 cents more before I refused 
to let him have any more. 

**When he found that he could get no more 
money from me he wentto my stepmother, 
who lives on Twenty-fifth street, aad bor- 
rowed $5 from her. He was going to organ- 
ize @ stock company with this money, so he 
told her, I think that he did not pay the 
money back to her. 

Some time ago when I went out with the 
‘White Flag’ company, I was —, in need 
of money and wrote asking him to pay me 
What he owedme. lie diu not reply to the 
letter at all. When leame to st. Louis I de- 
termined to collect the money. Iasked the 
advice of — 1 — Frank McNeary, and he 
referred me to Ben Tuthill, who kindly coa- 
sented to help me collect it. 


A BINGER'S WARDPOBE.

GAMBLERS ARRESTED. 


| Rumor Conmmects the Arrest With the 


Rohan-Campbeli Trouble. 


Seven gamblers were arrested by the police 
last evening, and it was supposed at the 
time the arrest was made that two of the 
gamblers arrested knen more about the 
Rohan- Campbell affair than they cared to 
tell. The names of the men arrested are: 
Ted Beird, Thomas Morgan, Charles H. Bris- 
tol, James Bird, Jolin Riley and Albert 
Keyes. ' 

The ostensibie charge against the men was 
that they were dig mit’’ men, but an asso- 
Clate of the men asserted that two of the 
men arrested seemeito Knowa great deal 
about what took place tm the room where 
Campbell and Rohan were at the time the al- 
leged attack on Campbell was made by 
Rohan. He did not Know how the informa- 
tion, which he belleved the men possessed 
was obtained, but he thought it was so defin- 
ite thatit must have cOme from some one 
who was in theroom at the time. 

According to all accounts there were no 
persons in the room at the time of the affair 
except the two principals, and if the theory 
advanced by the gambler should prove to be 
true there may be other developments in the 
famous case yet. 

Chief Keady, when asked whether any of 
the men arrested were in the room at the 
time of the Kohan-Campbell dispute, said 
that he had not heard anything which would 
lead dim to believe that there was anyone else 
—— thara Campbell and Rohan. He said, 

owever, that it might De that the men were 
in some way connected with the affair, but if 
they were be did nut Know it. He said that 
they were arrested on the charge of Deing 
gamblers, and that they Delonged to the 
Class Known as dig mit!“ men. 


STRANDED STEAMER. 


The Steamer Queen on the Rocks Off 
the Oregon Ceast. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 25.—The steamship 
Queen is reported ashore on the rocks at 
Point Gordon by the steamer Chilcot from 
Juneau, Alaska. 

She went ashore at lilt o'clock 
Tuesday night at balf tide in a 
thick fog. on the shore, which is covered 
with large rigged dos ers, the steamer is 
in a sheiterea position and is in no 
danger of heavy seas. Capt. Carroll sald 
that the Queen was not making water, but the 
crew and passengers of the Chilcot said that 
the pumps were actively discharged consid- 
erable water and the vessel’s keel was cer- 
tainly stove in. The Queen had been on the 
rocks twenty-two hours when the Chilcot 
came along, and her bow was then 10 feet 
out ot water. It being half tide the Captain 
said the vessel was resting easy and in no 
Ganger,and that she might get off at high 


tide, and if not successful then the steamer 
City of Topeka, which was due down from 
the North one day later, would affora all the 
assistance necessary. 

The Queen’s = excursionists accepted 
the situation good naturedly and 
were making the best of the predica- 
ment. One of the passengers on tne 
Chiicot said that he had a few minates’ con- 
versation with the people on the Queen. The 
latter were generally alarmed for the 
safety of the vessel, saying that sae was 
making water quite freely and that her bot- 
tom was stove in. Capt. McAllep of the 
Chilcot says that the Queen is in no danger 
and she would get off untnjared in a day or 
two. The Queen has a big passenger list of 
Alaska excursionists.

Wasuinocron, Aug. 25.—A report on the 
production of lead in the United States dur- 
ing the fret six months of this year was sub- 
mitted to the United states Geological survey 
to-day by Special Agent C. Alerchof. It 
shows a heavy falling Off in the quantity 
of lead Grawn from domestic sources and 
shows that the decline in the price of lead 


and the prostration of the silver mining in- 
Gustry have very seriousiy affected the 


leading industry of the Rocky Mountain 


States and Territories. 

The production of desilverized lead 
amounted to 86,773 net tons, against 95,921 for

The Post at St. Louis te Be One of the 
Mest Impertantiu the Middle States— 
Small Frontier Posts te Be Aban- 
doned—Semething About the History 
of Jefferson Barracks — Récruiting 
Will Cemtinue Here Until the Fall De- 


tail Arrives. 


WasuninoTron, D. C., Aug. 25.—The Secre- 
tary of War has decided that four troops of 
cavalry shall be immediately stationed at 
Jefferson Barracks, to be followed by feur 
more in the coming winger. To build the 
necessary stables, ete., an additional appro- 
priation of $50,000 out of the War Depart- 
ment Treasury has been authorized, and the 
erection of these structures will begin 
forth with. 

In the coming winter session .Congress 
will be asked for additional fands, so that 
in the course of time twelve troops of cav- 
alry can be stationedatthe barracks. The 
War Department, now fully determined to 
relinguigh the small) outposts in the West- 
ern country, where they are absolutely use- 
less, will back the demand. It was frst in- 
tended to stop the recruiting business, such 
as is now carried on at Jefferson Barracks, 
but it will be continued unt l the new order 
of things will make it necessaay to do the 
recruiting and drilling elsewhere. 


Jefferson Barracks is situated oa the high 
bluffs above the Mississipp! River three miles 
south cf Carondelet, or the extreme southern 
city iimita. It is one of the most beautiful 
and picturesque spots about St. Louls, and is 
moreover a historic spot with traditions 
galore. 

Ide blut on which the reservation is lo- 
cated commands a view of the Mississippi 
for ten miles. To the north the city of St. 
Louis with a faint cloud of smoke hanging 
over it may be seen, to the east the American 
bottoms stretch away to the biuffs in the dis- 
tance far over in Lllinolg, a low green plain 
with bits of bright water glittering here and 

ere. 


A SPLENDID SITE, 
To the south there isa grand view of the 
Mississippi, with the bluffs along its western 
shore and several green islands in the dis- 
tance. At the foot of the Dbiuf below 


the reservation on a ledge of stone 
left specially for the purpose are the tracks 
ofthe Iron Mountain Rallroad. The history 
of the past is interesting, and while it is not 
wenerally Known to the pubile every officer 
who has been stationed there has fouud it 
interesting enough to study. 


* THE BARRACKS LOCATED. 

During the administration of President 
James Monroe the War Department deter- 
mined to establish an extensive caatonment 
in this section of the country for the accom- 


motation of a reserve corps, from which de- 
tachments of troops could be sent to re- 
enforce or relieve the garrisons stationed 
on the Northerm lakes and along the 
principal inland waterways, and the 
task of selecting the proper location for 
the post was left to Maj.-Gen, Jacob Brown, 
the Commander-in-Chiefofthe army. After 
ronsideringa numberof eligibie places, it 
was finally decided that the present site of 
Jefferson Barracks would be tue most suita- 
ble. The ground at that time was a portio 
of the commons cf the village of Vide Poche, 
now known as Carondelet, and a proposi- 
tion was immediately made to the town 
authorities by the Federal Government fora 
lease of the tract, which contained 1,720 
acres. 
ERECTION OF THE BUILDINGS, 

In 1826 Brevet Brig.-Gen. Henry Atkinson 
caused the plans of the buildings consti- 
tuting the old quadrangle to be drawn, and 
troops were sent to the post and commenced 
the work of erseting the garrison bulldings. 
The buildings were completed the following 
year, Having secured the coveted military 
post, some of the citizens of Carondelet be- 
gan to be dissatisfied with the terms of the 
lease and litigation was commencec. 

When it was decided to incorporate Caron- 
delet, no title to the lands used as a reserva- 
tion would be granted by the Government, 
and, on theotber portion a patent was issued 
only after the villagers Rad relinguished 
their claim upon the tract leased for the 
barracks. This was done, dutzunder protest, 
during President Franklia Pierce’s adminis- 
tration. 

CESSION OF THE TITLE. 

Not until the year 1892, however, was the 
matter finally settled, when exclusive juris- 
diction to the land was ceded to the United 
‘tates dy the Missouri Legislature, the State 
reserving the right so tax and reguiate rail- 
roads running through the reservation, and 
to serve civilang crimipal processes there- 
on. Ifthe tract ceases at any time to be 
= as a military post it iste revert to the 
state. '

The Woolen fohedule. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 25.—Stil another 
question bas arisen as to the proper inter- 
pretation of certain sections in the new 
tariff bill. The schedule K. wool and 
manufactures of wool, imposes certain 


specified duties upon a very long list of 
manufactured articles, composed in part or 
in whole of wool. The last paragraph in this 
schedule provides that the reduction of the 
rates of duty herein provided for manufac: 
tures of Wool shall take effect Jan. 1, 16983. 
Inasmuch as the courts have decided that 
**manufactares of wool’’ means only those 
in which woo! is the chief component in 
point of alee, the question arises as to 
whether the time when the new rates go into 
effect applies to the whole schedule or wholly 
to ‘‘manufactures of Wool. A large part 
of the schedule is givenup to the enumera- 
tion of articles in the composition of which 
wool does not represent the chief value. 
This being the case importers will be inter- 
ested in the question of whether a large pro- 
portion of their importations of goods con- 
taining wool are to pay the new or old rate. 


Fixed the Income Tex. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2%.—Whille the 
Benate was considering business behind 
closed doors yesterday, there slipped

Story of a Hasty Marriage and Unhap- 
piness Ending in Orime. 


BERNARD WITTINGHAM SENTENCED TO 
TWENTY YEARS PENAL SERVITUDE. 


— — 


He Thought He Loved His Wife But 
Leved His Fathers Money Mere Once 
Ihey Pilanmed tuicide—This Failing, 
the Husband Decided to Commit Mur- 
der — Gen. Wittingham’s Respensi- 
bility for the Deed, 


Panis, Aug. . — The trial of Bernard Wit- 
tingham, son Of Gen. Wittingham, ended 
yesterday. Bernard Wittingham is about 25 
years old. Two or three years ago he made 
the acquaintanee of the woman he mur- 
Gered, Suzanne Audon, daughter of the 
Syndie of the Piloteof HRoyan. They were 
married on Nov. 1, 1898, in London, in the 
presence of the bride’s parents, but in direct 
opposition to the wishes of Gen. Witting- 
ham. From the outset the unton was an un- 
happy one. Gen. Wittingham refused to 
receive bis daughter-in-law asa member of 
his family and, according to the prosecu- 
tion, Induced his sou to leave his wife. 
He informed Bernard that otherwise he 
would cut him of without even the 
proverbial shilliag. From this pericd Ber- 
marda’s sole idea was to get rid of his wife. 
He endeavored to persuade her that the mar- 
riage was void, and one day tried to prevail 
on her to commit enicide. At the beginning 
ofthe current year he sent her to live with 
her parents, he gong to England. He re- 
turned on May 18, and drove to tbe house of 
the Audon'’s. The meeting between them 
was affectionate, but soon after he was heard 
to threaten his wife with a whip, saying that 
„the Knglish police had assured him he 
might beat her, as he haa full authority over 
her. 

Mme. Audon interfered and was turned out 
ofthe room. A few minutes later she saw 
him treating his wife in the most loving 


fashion. 
SHOT HIS WIFE. 


Not long after Wittingham came out of the 
room and cried out: 

I have wounded Susanne; go for a doc- 
tor. 

When the doctor arrived Susanne was 
dead. She had deen shot in the face and the 


ballet fractured her jaw and the spinal cord. 


Wittingham offered no resistance to arr@t. 
He said that he had been showing his wife a 


pistol and that it must have gone off unex- 
pectediy. It is argued by the prosecution 
that Suganne, who had a dread of firearms, 
would ot have been likely to wish 
to have the mechanism of a rifie ex- 
plained to her. On the one hand, the 
post mortem showed that the shot had been 
fred downward and not horizontally. While 
on the other hand it was found that the trig- 
ger was nota air trigger. In his tnterrog- 
atorg ofthe prisoner the president of the 
court described uim as a spolit child. De- 
scribing the prisoner’s frst meeting with the 
wife the president said that Mile. Audon and 
her mother were at the theater, and that 
Wittingham went up to her without any pre- 
vious acquaintance and spoke to her. From 
correspondence exchanged W ittingh*m 
learned that she was a respectable women, 
and that be must either marry her or have 
no further relations with her. She was das 
ried atthe prospect of becoming his wife. 
The General refused consent to the marriage. 
On bearing this Suzanne wrote to the supe- 
rior of a convent with a View of becoming a 
nun. 

On hearing of ber intention of taking the 
vall, Wittingham said to her Well, then 
we will get married without *':e consent of 
my father. This induced hc. to give way 
and she persuaded her parents to allov her 
tomarry him. Sometime after when pov- 
erty began, Wittingham began to ill-treat 
bis wife. After this they resolved to sepa- 
rate. She returned to her parents and he 
went to live with his father. 


PROPOSED SUICIDE. 

They were together again soon after at 
Bordeaux, where Wittingham proposed that 
they should commit suicide. They made all 
preparations, and the charcoal fire was 


lighted, when Mme. Wittingham got up and 
opened the window. At a later date W- 
tingham wrote the following notice, with a 
view of its being published in the English 
papers: 

I. Bernard Wittingheam. warn the publie that the 
girl Susanne Audons, who has sed as my wife, is 
only my mistress. Her father — her te Ke- 
giand to me because of her conditien, but our mar- 
riage has no legal value either im France or En- 
giaod. In consequence! warn the public that the 
girl bas no right te call herself my wife, if she does 
0. I will proseente her. ITTINGHAM, 

The prisoner said his father guided his 
hand when he wrote . Evidence was given 
by Mme. Audon, who described the whole 
sad affair. Several of Mme. Wittingham’s 
friends gave evidence of her fear of her hus- 
band. Some friends of the prisoner gave 
evidence on his behalf. He was declared to 
be courageous, but often cruel. The doctor 
who was called in after Mrs. Wittingham re- 
ceived her wound said that in the presence 
of his wife Wittingham displayed such inditf- 
ference that he was obliged to turn him out 
of the house, 

It was a touching scene, when the 
Prisoner’s sister went to the witness box to 
give evidence on ber brother’s behalf. When 
she bad given her evidence she went up to 
her brother and they kissed each other, both 
sobbing bitterly. 


WILLFUL MURDER. 

When the Procurator began his speech for 
the prosecution, the effect of thig touching 
incident on the jury must have been dissi- 
pated.

It Is the Bleed. of the Auimals That 
Have Ben Ineculated With the Diph- 
theria Baceilli—_-By the Hock Precess 
Persons Can Be Protected From Con- 
tracting the Terrible Disease—The 
HRemedy Is and Out ef Reach 
ef the Poor. : 


New York, Aug. %.—Noteince the discov- 
ery of vaccination has there deen in medi- 
cine a more important step infadvance than 
the treatment of diphtheria which is put 
forth from Dr. Koch’s laboratory in Berlin, 
and whioh has been introduced in New York 
by the civil authorities. Last year 1,790 per- 
sons died of diphtheria in in New Tork. Ten 
years ago Loeffler discovered the baceillus of 
Giphtheria. It is a poison as powerful as 
strychnine. Three years ago a student in 
Koch’s laboratory discovered how to nullify 
the poison. Briefly summed up the remedy 
is the blood from animals which have been 
inoculated with the diphtheria baccili. The 
blood is injected hypodermically into the 
patient. The new remedyand the work in 
connection with ft was thus explained by Dr. 
Oyrus Edson of the Board of Health: 

„The new treatment for diphtheria, which 
has been discovered in the Koch Institute in 
Berlin, promises to be one of the most im- 
portant dGiscovertes of the age so far as can 
be judged from the data at band. For it not 
only protects people from the disease who 
have been exposed, but also cures them of 
the disease when they are subjected to the 
treatmentin the early stages. Oneof the 
most important and .signiGcant features of 
the treatment depends on the absolutely 
harmless character of the remedy, it having 
apparently no influence in health or in dis- 
ease, excepting as to its power of neutraliz- 
ing the poison of diphtheria; so while it has 
enormous capacity for good its use is abso 
lutely devold of danger. N 

HOW TAI ANTI-TOXINE ACTS. 

In diphtheria death is, asa rule, due to 
the poisoning by a chemical substance pro- 
duced dy the disease in the throat and ab- 
sorbed by the system. A certain degree of 
immunity, which is only temporary, is 
afforded by one attacked by the disease, and 
this immunity is the result of an acquired 
tolerance of the substance. This applies to 
both animals and men. In large animals 
they are repeatedly inoculated with minute 
but increasing quantities of the toxine, de- 
rived from cultures of the diphtheria. They 
become gradually tolerant of its poisonous 
action and withstand the introduction of 
larger quantities through the immunity 
which is acquired from the smaller 
doses, When animals have thus 
been immunized blood withdrawn 
from the circulation of the animal 
and the serum derived from the biood is em- 
ployed in injections and underneath the skin 
for the treatment of cases of diphtherja. The 
anti-toxine thus introduced in the biood, 
neutralizing the toxine absorbed into the 
circulation, renders the sick person artifi- 
clally impervious to the action of the toxine. 
By this method, itis possible to protect per- 
sons from the contraction of the disease 
when they have deen exposed to it, and also 
to cure nearly 100 per cent when patients are 
treated inthe early periods of the disease. 
A comparatively long period, often four to 
six months, is necessary to render animals 
impervious to disease, so that their blood 
can de employed for the treatment. When 
thus rendered impervious these animals can 
furnish, asa rule, only sufficient blood to 
treat a fewcases. The production of the 
substance must therefore be costly and can 
only be produced in sufficient quantities and 
be placed atthe disposalof poor people by 
State sanitary authorities. 

NEW YORK HEALTH BOARD PLANES. 

Dr. Edson estimates that it will cost $30,000 
to establish and maintain the diphtheria 
treatment on an adequate scale. It is pur- 
posed to have astabie of about sixty ani- 


mals, horses, cows, sheep and goats. At the 
end of six months the amount injected will 
be a sufficient quantity to Kili 500 animals. It 
will take trom four to six months to make 
each animal ripe, that is, to charge its 
blood to such a degree that it becomes effect- 
we. The amount Injected into a patient is 
about two and a half teaspoonfuls. The cost 
of each dose is estimated at $1, which p:aces 
it Beyond the reach of many poor ple.

The New Specific for Useia Diphtheria 
Cases. 


Dr. M. A. Goldstein, the St. Lodis physician 
and microscopist, who is making a study of 
the newdiphtheria lymod recently discovered 
in Berlin by Dr. Aronson, is just in receipt of 
a letter from Berlin giving the result of the 
tests that have deen made in that city. The 
letter is from one of the assistants of the 
Kaiser and Friederich Hospital, where the 
tests have dees made. 4 

The name given to the new lymph 
is anti-toxin. The tests covered by 
the report were made during the tDree 
months from, March 16 to June 20. 
Prior to the making of the frst test on March 
16. Dr. Aronson assured the authorities that 
the lymph was 2 narmless, and 80 
the result proved. The tests were made in 
the children’s division of the — by 
Prof. Bagensky, professor of children’s 
Giseases in the University of Berlin and, his 
assistants. The anti-toxin, greatly diluted, 
was given by subd-cutaneous iujections iu 
doses varying from 8 to 20 cubic centimeters. 
In the milder cases, the dose was from3to5 
centimeters, while in one or two of the most 
severe cases as high as 20 cubic centimeters 
were given. According to the directions of 
Dr. Aronsoa it was given in addition to the 
ordinary treatment. : 

The tests have proved — moran | success- 
ful. During the time mentioned 128 cases 
were treated. Of these Dut seventeen died, 
a death ratio of 16½ per cent. Ot the 128 
cases forty-seven were mild. Of ese all 
recovered. Forty-two cases were most 
severe and ofthese but nine died. During 
the three and one-half years prior to March 
14, the length of time that: the Kaiser 
and Friederich Hospital has been in 
existence, 1,081 cases of diphtheria have 
been admitted to the institution. Of these 
421 or 88 9-10 per cent have died. The smallest 
death rate of diphtheria patients during any 
one year was 324% per cent. By the use of 
anti-toxin the death rate was reduced fully 
one-half. 

The administration of the anti-toxin, as 

predicted by Dr. Aronson, was devoid of 
any dGeleterious effect. Not the slightest 
trace of the ill effects of the Koch consamp- 
tion lymph upon the heart, kidneys and 
other organs was noticeable. In one case 
the anti-taxin was used alter all other rem- 
edies, including trachectomy, had fatled 
patient was cured. 
In order to carry the tests £9 a climax, 
other chiidren, in families fro which the 
diphtheria patients were taken, w — 
oculated with diluted anti-toxin and the 
most favorable results were obtained. 

Anti-toxin is described as a yellowish 
slightly opaque fluid, somewhat sticky, with 
a slight odor of the phenol compounds. It is 
now being used as a specific remedy in the 
Berlin hospitals. Dr. Goldstein says he is

TO MAKE MEN VOTE. 

Sixty-five per cent of the qualified 
electors have failed to vote in Spain, 50 per 
cent in Italy and 28 per cent in Germany. 
Weare told that these negligent voters 
nearly all belong to the prosperous, con- 
tented and conservative classes, and that 
the contrary spirit on the part of the dis- 
contented disciples of the Socialists and 
other radical agitators is not only rapidly 
but dangerously increasing their repre- 
sentation in legislative balls and their 
powerin politics. Consequently various 
compulsory voting schemes are suggested 
as necessary for the protection of society 
from the demands of those who are so 
eager for a change that they vote without 
compulsion. 

We might fine or otherwise punish 
electors for not voting, justas we punish 
men owing jury service or militia service 
for evading their public duty as citizens. 
But proper inducement will be far more 
efiective than punishment in all such 
cases. 

Doubtless it is our very defective system 
of representation, or rather our system of 
utterly denying representation to minor- 
ities, that accounts forthe great number 
of qualified electors who fail to vote here 
in Bt. Louis and elsewhere in the United 
States. There is no inducement for a 
party with a large majority to cast its full 
vote when a majority of one answers the 
same purpose a8 a majority of 100,000. 
There is no inducement for a hopeless 
minority to cast ite full vote when it gets 
nothing out of the election but a count of 
ite votes. And this applies as well to 
primaries as to all other elections. 

But if our voting were done under a 
truly representative system allowing pro- 
portional «representation everywhere to 
all parties, there would be the strongest 
possible inducement for both minorities 
and majorities to poll their full strength 
in every representative district. Then 
every elector who had any political 
opinions, any feeling of patriotism on any 
sense of public duty, would fee] and know 
that his single vote would count for some- 
thing important, and the roster of quali- 
fied electors not voting would then in- 
clude only the apathetic few who have no 
opinions or preferences worth voting, no 
sense of public duty or patriotic obliga- 
tion. 


THE GREAT NOVELIST. 

A new edition of Scott's novels is an- 
nounced by # prominent London pub- 
lisher. It would be interesting to know 
the number and variety of editions which 
have been issued in England and America 
since the first appearance of **Waverley’’ 
in 1814. In number they undoubtedly 
exceed any other novels, and are equaled 
by few other books of any kind; while in 
variety they extend from the very cheap- 
est to the very costliest form, and the fre- 
quent announcement of new editions is 
unmistakable indication that the supply, 
abundant as it is, does not outrun 
the demand. The senior member of 
the well-known publishing house of

WILL SHE SUBMIT? 

The disappointment of the defeat of 
woman suffrage in the New York Consti- 
tutional Convention is followed by a shock 
from Kentucky, and if the progressive 
ladies do not call an indignation meeting 
they will have to find some equally avail- 
able method of expressing themselves. 
Things are certainly not going the way of 
the progressive ladies this year. 

The Kentucky trouble is this: The State 
Sunday-school Convention was called to 
meet at Russellville, and among the prom- 
inent clergymen announced on the pro- 
gramme for addresses were the Rev. Dr. 
T. T. Eaton and the Rev. Carter Helm 
Jones. Two ladies were also announced 
as speakers. When the programme 
reached these reverend gentlemen they in- 
stantly wrote to the President of the con- 
vention declining to appear. They would 
not speak in an assembly where ladies 
were to doa part of the talking. A we 
read the New Testament,’’ said the gen- 
tlemen, ‘‘and as well nigh all thescholarly 
commentators expound it, the Holy Spirit 
distinctly and unconditionally forbids 
women addressing public assemblies of 
men and women.’’ 

Whether the convention shall decide to 
hear the ladies or not, there will doubtless 
be a good deal of bad feeling in the mat- 
ter.

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THE DUGRO IBJUNOTION. 

The Journeymen Tailora’ Union of New 
York recently ‘‘struck’’ against a reduc- 
tion of wages, whereupon the boss“ 
tailors immediately applied to Judge 
Ducro of the Superior Court of that city 
for an injunction. It was promptly 
grun ted, and even in this day of remarka- 
ble injunctions may be regarded as a judi- 
cial curiosity of the fret magnitude. By 
it the members of the union are enjoined 
from assembling or loitering near their 
employers’ places of business; from 
maintaining ‘‘a\ system of patrol or 
espionage,’’ and from any and all other 
acts tending to hinder their employers 
from carrying on business. But the order 
does not stop here. It proceeds to specif- 
ically restrain the members of the union 
from interfering by means of published 
circulars or notices, or by signs or menaces 
of any kind, with the employment by the 
‘*botses’’ of other men. Finally—as an 
appropriate wind-up—the members of the 
union are prohibited from ‘‘enticing’’ any 
one from the employment of the aforesaid 
plaintiffs. 

Even the Nation—which, in such mat- 
ters, is usually radical enough to be the 
official organ of the Russian Ozar—ieels 
compelled to suggest. very mildly, that 
the terms of the Ducro injunction may 
perhaps be ‘‘teo broad. They certainly 
could not be any broader without forbid- 
ding the organization of trade unions alto- 


penal offense. The sooner this edict of the 
Superior Court of New York is brought in 
some way before the Supreme Court for 
final and decisive adjudication, the better 
it will be for all « ned—the country 
especially. Let us know just where we 
mend n 7 potion. which invoives 
2 r unions, 
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injunction—to say nc of one or two 
others of similar sort on of the 
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otherwise gen- 
sible persons sem just now to be smitten. 
Are they blind and deaf that they ¢annot 
see and hear the signs ol the times? Do 
they not know what the verdict would be 
if the most stionable features of this 
injunction could be submitted to a vote of 
the American people? Do they not know 
that there is not a single State in which 
these devices of Ducro would not be buried 
beneath an avalanche of popular repudia- 
tion? Organized labor is as fixed a 
fact in this country as that grass grows and 
water runs. It has made bad blunders in 
the past which ought to—and doubtless 
will—teach it wisdom in the future; but it 
is here, and here to stay. It has its rights, 
knows them, and knowing dares main- 
tain them.“ Labor organizations can no 
more be suppressed or seriously crippled 
by the injunction business, than the Mis- 
sissippi can be dammed with sugar or sand 
bags. And they are strengthened, not 
weakened, by such injunctive insanity as 
that of Ducro. 


THE LIGHT OF sOCIENOS. 

Some censure the scientists because they 
alarm us with prophecies of the sinking of 
the earth or the cooling of the sun, but it 
must be admitted that they often give us 
For in- 
stance, Prof. Howard has just revealed to 
us the mystery of how roaches get into 
new houses. 

They move from old houses to new ones 
at night. Doubtless they hear the carpen- 
ters’ hammers while they are yet in the 
old place, and say to themsélves, ‘‘Ha! 
Here is a Cherokee strip about to be opened 
tous!’’ The professor made the discov- 
ery inthis way: On a dark day in Wash- 
ington he met on the streets a great army 
of roaches marching to new quarters. The 
dark day had deceived them. They 
thought it was night. Most of these 
roaches were females, carrying sacs full 
of eggs.

And His Bond for $1,500 Was Duly 
Forfe:ted. 


A littie more than a year ago Frank H. 
Bond was arrested bere for selling a forged 
rallway ticket. It was similar to about 
eighty which had been sold and used in Ch!- 
cago. The finished execution of the tickets 
and the deep laid plan unearthed by Bond's 
arrest led to the belief that Bond had con- 


federates. 

He languished in jail until February when 
his bond was reduced from $8,000 to $1,500 and 
Col. Charles D. Comfort, General Agent for 
the National Surety Co., became his surety. 
As Bond was wholly unknown ia st. Louis, 
the fact that he could obtain a bondsman ex- 


cited comment and strengthened the prose- 
cution in the belief that de had an influential 
backer. 

After various vicissttades the case came 
on for trial at Clayton a few days ago. 

Bond did not appear and his bond was de. 
clared forfeited, So failed, it would seem, 
the last opportunity to discover who had 
assisted Bond in his fraud. His confederate 
was supposed to be someone familiar with 
railway methods, In fact, the prosecution 
hinted strongly thatthe plot emanated from 
some railway office.

Iastonisn the English and French people 
here when I describe the comfort with which 
we live 4 Vork Olty and Newport, es 
pecially when I tel them that all you have to 
do in New York is to touch your electric bell 
and in five minutes a coupe awaits you at 
your door. as well turned out as if you owned 
it yourself; that through your telephone you 
can put yourself in communication with all 
our prominent business people; that at your 
breakfast table you can have as fine 
Devonshire cream as you can get 
in Engiand, and that Guring the 


winter, in your own house or hotel, you 
need never feel the slightest sénsation of 
cold, Here in France the French people 
know nothing of or about sweet cream for 
their tea or peaches. 1 buy mine every 
morning ata French asant’s house where 
a dairy is kept, andeven then cannot get it 
sweet. As for English and French city 
plumbing, itis of so poor a character that 1 
am surprised that European cities are not 
flle@ with typhoid fever tients all the 
time. Having myself a plumber’s nose, 1 
detected sewer gas in the entries of two 
hotels in London and in one club. 

The English clergy, 1 And, are great church 
workers. Their new theory is to mix with 
the lower classes as much as possible and to 
instruct themasto the art of living. The 
Spiritual bead of the English Church in 
Kgypt is now bere. He telle me that, though 
he breakfasts and lunches with one or an- 
other of the crack. English regiments in 
Egy pt, he always dines and spends his even- 
ings with the soldiers; that be keeps open 
house for them, sees to it that they have re- 
spectable billiard-rooms and gin shops, in- 
stead of being compelled to resort to low 
hauntsand live surrounded by debauchery 
and vice. Inthis way he has made quite a 
reputation for himself. 

would here give one piece of sdvice to 
Americans, never to make overtures to 
English people whom you meet while tray- 
eling, for they have a way of quietiy shrug- 
ging their shoulders and of hustling as you 
lead up to the genus Americanus.

Wehavenow here the Russian Ambassa- 
dor to Vienna, said to be one of the cleverest 
diplomats in Kurope; Lord and Lady ——, 
who have represented France at the Court of 
St. James; a Gistinguished Lieutenant Gen- 
eral of the British Army, and the wife of the 
Belgian Minister to the United States, said to 
be one of the cleverest women in Europe. 
She is social leader in Rome, where she has 
been living for the past twenty-five years. 
Her son is here with her, and I think they 
have secured one of the great American 
helresses, the second daughter of one of the 
greatest rallroad Kings, whose wife and 
daughter are now taking these waters. 

I have not sought imtroductions to any of 
these distinguished people. They have come 
forward and presented themselves to me, ail 
of them being anxious to find out what social 
aspirations Americans have and what they 
amount to.

OREMULPO, Corea, Aug. 5, via san Francis- 
co, Aug. 19.—Since the Han dynasty was 6s 
tablished Corea has had only glimpses of 
wholly independent government, though its 
vassalage to China has for the most part 
been virtually nominal. 

From time to time the taxes have been 
lightened, until the amount now is such that 
itis more profitable to pay than not to pay, 
on account of the trade accompanying it. 
Yearly, ana sometimes half-yeariy, the 
tribute is sent to Pekin, accompanied by a 
host of merchants, who bring back profits,

common mane of punishment, which often 
ends la death. Women and men alike are 
treated to this cruel punishment for the 
smallest offense, The WorLD correspondent 
saw one woman die in the greatest agony. 

The Corean system of punishment for 
crime is borrowed from the Chinese, but Is 
coarser and more brutal. 

Tre Corean method is unspeakably cruel, 
so that it is not uncommon fora wretch to 
ve maimed for life. The stieg is heavy, hard 
and inelastic. The biow injures every tissue 
beneath it? In the lightest cases it means 
incapacity for work fortwo or three weeks, 
and the heaviest blow means death. 

Castigation, forexample, is employed ia 
both countries. The Chinese Sheriff uses a 
baiabou, or other light rod, sv tuat while 
causing pain he does not infilct serions in- 
jury except when ordered to do 80. 

One trick the Coreans havein punishing is 
to beat a prisoner on the @mali of the back 
with three blows each side over the kidneys, 
This is called fatal bamboo“ and invari- 

biy results in death. . There is another spot 
urther up the back where it is said five 
blows will cause paralysis; this punishment 
ts employed for political offenses—offeniders 
whom it is inadvisable to ill, but who from 
motives of public policy are to be deprived 
of activity. - 


BEATEN TO DEATH, 

Sometimes in case of murder in the frst 
degree the culprit is bound toa log or other 
piece of wood and slowly beaten to death. If 
he is very rich and paysa heavy bribe to the 
executioner, the first or second Diow is 
struck on the back of the head, causing eith- 
er unconsciousness or death. With the very 
poor man the same course is adopted to save 
time and troudle. But woe to the Juckless 
man, who, if he is rich or can raise money 
from his kindred and refuses to pay to cor- 
rupt officials! He is siowly tortured dy the 
revengeful executioner until death kiadly 
puts an end to his awful sufferings. 

The same crael law applies to thieves of all 
sorts. The Sercest highwayman and the 
poor devil, who steals a loaf of Dread, are 
treated aiixe. This is cited as one reason 
why Gishonesty is comparatively rare in 
Corea. But, as a matter of fact, Judging from 
my own experience, rarity comes from cor- 
ruption of the judges and omelals rather 
thanthe probity of the people. You can 
catch your servant stealing from you, but if 
he has any money or has relatives who have 
money, or belongs to an influential family or 
clan, or is related even in the seventh degree 
to an official, itis impossible to secure bis 
conviction, and almost impossibie to obtaia 
his arrest. 

REFINEMENT OF CRUELTY. 

I must say that Ooreans show much in- 
genuity intheir punishment. Noone can be 
in the country three months witbout seeing 
enough to give food for nightmares for sev- 
eral years. On one occasion I saw a man in 
Cangue suffer a fearfully original and pain- 
ful punishment. There was a board platform 
an inch thick, three feet wide and Give feet 
long, having one large and two small holes 
arranged in a line and about equally distant. 
Through the large hole at one end protruded 
the man’s head, through the second hole an 
arm and through the third a leg. He was ut- 
terly unable to free bis arm or head fromany 
insect that might Nght upon them, and 
equally unable to eat or drink. He was on- 
demned to wear this hideous instrument for 
thirty days, and it it had not deen for the 
kindness of the common people would have 
died in five days from starvation, thirst and 
exhaustion. 

IN THE CAGE. 

Another punishment, which, I believe, is 
confined to cases of wrongs inflicted upon 
women, isthe death cage. I have seen it 
but once and I don’t wish to seeagain, The

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FIVE MEN ACCUSED OF THE CRIME now 
| im Lanta zan. 


Sequel to the me Fate of a Fromi- 
nent Cattleman—He Was Stabbed to 
Death Near Sedan in 1890—His Part- 
ners Strange and Sudden Death 
Never Explained. — 


Snob, Kan., Aug. %.—After four years of 
mystery the assassination of John 8. Frazer 
and the sudden death or his business part- 
ner, William Gibson, both prominent stock- 
men, may be cleared up. Six men are now 
under arrest charged with complicity in the 
crime. They are Theodore F. Cox, Mark 
McBee, William Licklieter, John H. Cox ana 


Elmer Cox. All of the arrested men are eed bs 


sens of Elk County. 

John H. Cox lea brother of Theodore and 
clerks in a hardware store at Moline, Kan. 
William Licklieter was at the time of the 
murder living in Elk Oounty, bat has been 
working for some time at Muncie, Ind., 
where be was arrested by ex-Sheriff Nich6l- 
son of EIk Fails. 

Elmer Cox is also a brother to Theodore 
and lives near Clinton, Mo., where he was 
arrested by Under Sherif William Taylor of 
this place. McBee, Theodore Cox and John 
H. Cox were arrested by Sherif Hartzell and 
posse in Elk County, about tweaty-fve miles 
north of here. 

No new arrests have deen made since Tues- 
day. Five of the accused are in jatl at Sedan 
and one Wm. Licklieter, arrested in Muncie, 
lad., isin zal at Independence, Kan. The 
examination is set for Monday, Sept. 8, at 
Sedan. 

WATURE OF THE EVIDENCE. 

The evidence upon which the prosecution 
is sald to rely is an alleged confession of one 
John New, now serving a term in the peni- 
tentiary at Leavenworth for cattle-stealing, 
He claims to have accompanied McBee, Lick- 
lieter and the Cox brothers from Howard to 
the scene of the murder near Sedan 
and o have held their horses while 
they, with five others from Chautauqua 
County, committed the murder and to have 
returned the horses to the stable from which 
they were hired. For this he was paid $100. 
Four others were paid $400 each and one $800. 
The money he charges was paid by Wesley 
Best in the presence of himself and wife. 

This confession is said have been made to 
Oley Richolson and C. L. McKessen, ex- 
Sherif and District Clerk of Elk County, 


since New has been serving his sentence. 
The arrests were planned by them and the 
County ‘Attorney ahd others of Chautaugua 
County. Neven Working fora pardon and 
his evidence Lof course bave to be cor- 
ra . 

He claims that Frazier came upon them in 
re before he was expected; that 

the ten men were completing their 
Frarler rode over the hill and down 

he canyon right upon them, and rode 
upto them; that Lieklieter knocked him 
from his horse by a bDilow witha club, when 
he was seized by the others; that «cHee was 
the first to use the kaife, stabbing ulm to the 
heart; that afterwards each of the ten men 
took "the knife in turn and stabbed 
their victim; that the body was hid 
untill night when two Chautauqua County 
men carried ittothe pool in Deer Creek, a 
mile distant, where it was afterward found. 

Arrests have not yet been made in Chau- 
taugqua County, though expected, and the 
names of the four of the five perpetrators are 
mentioned, 

This story is not believed by friends of? the 
accused, whosee no motive in the paltry 
price allegea to have been paid for sucha 
crime, and believe that the prosecution 
will rau to bind the accused over. The re- 
wards, aggregating over $1,800 a head for the 
murderers, are pointed to by them as ac- 
counting for New’s confession. 


‘THR CRIME AND ITS CAUSE. 

W. H. Gibson and John S. Frazer were in 
1890 associated together in the cattle business 
and were men of considerable means, deal- 
ing extensively in cattle, until the names of 


Gibson & Frazer became known over the 
areater part of Southern Kansas. In the 
early part of 1890 Mr. Frazer made a trip into 
Texas, and nuding that cattle could be pur- 
chased very cheaply there, decided to buy 
about 1,0 head of Texas steers, which ne 
did, and had them shipped to Lenapaugh, 
i. . and from there driven into the State of 
Arkansas. 

The cattle were left there until some time 
in February, when they were driven into 
Chautauqua County, Kan., and placed in 
their immense pasture north of Sedan. 
When the smaller stockimen, dealing exclu- 
sively im native stock, saw the large heard 
of southern cattie quartered near their 
smaller native Deards, and apprehending 
the spread of the Texas fever, which is so 
Geadiy to the Northern cattle, they be- 
came alarmed and numerous meetings were 
held where the subject was discussed pro 
and ton and several committees 
appointed who called on 
son 4 Frater and demanded that 
cattle be removed, In the mean- 
time about fifteen miles of wire fence was 
cut which surrounded the pasture in which 
the Texas cattle were gracing. Mesars. Gib- 
son & Frazer flatly refused to remore their 
stock, saying that they had complied with 
every requirement of: the law, that they 
would keep their cattle within their own 
pasture and pay in full for ali loss to others 
caused by them and their herds. When the 
committees’ plan failed they changed their 


tacties and resorted to anonymous letters came in volved in @ quarrel,

threatening the lives of Gibson and Frazer. 
They paid Very little attention to them, how- 
ever. 


GIBSOR'S MYSTERIOUS END. 

In May, 1890, Mr. Gibson, accompanted by 
his daughter, Mahala, made a business trip 
to Eureka. Returning home, he came through 
Howard via the Santa Ve and arrived at Mo- 
line in the afternoon. He determined to stay 
all bight and start for his home, eight miles 


south, on the followin orning. 80, goin 
to the hotel, be secured rooms foe the ‘Might 
his apartments being on the second floor of 
a ballding apart from the hotel.

MOSQUITOES CAPTURE A FORT. 


The Garrison at Willet’s Point Fut to 
Rout by Jersey Bloodsuckers. 


New Tonk. Aug.2%.—The Jersey mosquitoes 
which, in countiess hosts, have invaded New 
York Guring the past week, have had a tri- 
umpbant progress. One of the most re- 
markable events in the history of the United 
States has occurred as a result of the on- 
slaught of the serried hosts wafted eastward 
from the Jersey meadows. Our soldiers have 


been turned down. The army of mosquitoes 
has met * ane ot the United states and 
vanquished 

This historical event occurred within the 
week at Willet’s Point, at the entrance to 
the sound, where the United States Engineer 
Battalion is now stationed. 

Every evening during the summer a dress 
parade is held there, when the soldiers are 
drawn — in line, toes turned out and chin 
In air, while the captain touches his hat as 
the commanding officer passes down the 
Une. Everybody famiiiar with mllitary 
affairs knows that these matters of discipline 
and etiquette in the United States Army are 
as Axed as the laws of the Medes and Per- 
sians—in fact, more so—for the Medes and 
Persians occasionally held an election for 
Governor, While discipline with a big 0 is 
more rigid than the Oonstitation. 

But the dally dress parade at W lilet’s Point 
has had to be given up because of the mos- 
quitoes. Discipline for once has got it in the 
neck. But discipline made a hard struggle. 
It lasted forfour days with the mosquitoes 
causing daily infractions of discipline on the 
part of tortured soldiers. 

At the end of that time the guard-house 
was full, and it looked as if all the men 
would final! land there. Even the Colonel 
bead been tten.

DYNAMITE SHELLS. 


Pneumatic Guns Throwing a Missile 
Weighing 1,160 Pounds. 


New Yorke, Aug. 25.—The dig pneumatic 
guns built to throw a gell containing 500 
pounds of dynamite three miles were tested 
at Sandy Hook,and p ed successful in 
every particular. They ere made by the 
Pneumatic Torpedo C under a contract 
with the Government. The guns are the 
most formidable known jand while only in- 
tended for coast defense, are of such a pow 
erful character that vom idea of their size

The first test was for accuracy at a mile 
anda quarter.

Thesheii described a semi-circle, and 
could easily de followed. It entered the 
water quietiy. The she]i had a delay fuse so 
thatit did not explode until it had disap- 
peared. It was nearly two and half seconds 
after that there came a report that shook the 
earth for five miles around. All this was not 
noticed. Wat claimed their attention was 
the rise ofa column of water that came up 
frst ina solid mass and then sections of it 
tell away, leaving columns standing alone. 
A great wave rose and came hissing on until 
itspent itself on the beach. Anything that 
happened to be within 100 feet of the expiosion 
would have been torn to pleces. Asecond shell 
was then shot off. This was intended to 
plode by impact with the water, and it d d. 
The three succeeding tests were similarly 
successful. Every shot struck on a line that 
varied su little as to be remarkable. After 
this there was another test as to the ra — 
of loading. The Government demanded that 
fve shelle be loaded in fifteen min- 
utes. Without any hurry five shells 
were loaded in seven minutes. 
shells were dummies. There was 
fired a 400- pound shell that held 100 pounds of 
dynamite. This traveled a mile and three- 
quarters and exploded when it strack the 
water. The chase gautt plate was also 
tested. It was mounted and boited egainst a 
strong oak backing. The projectiles were 
holtzer steel piercing eight-inch shells. The 
first broke the plate in three pieces. The 
second broke the top section of tue plate in 
several pieces and buried itself ia the sand,

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—The weather in England 
the post week has been generally wet and 
unfavorable to the wheat crop, Dut their 
markets have shown no continued strength, 


some days higher and some days lower. 
Foreigners seem to have been both buyers 
and sellers in American markets. Clear- 
ances for the past week were tair—8, 200,000 

Dut very much lighter than last year. 
In the meantime the receipts are heavy, 968 
cars here from the Northwest. 
to-day against 2775 last year. Our stock in 
Chicago will probably increase another 1,00), - 
000 bu, and the visible supply will show a fair 
increase. Our market has not been active 
Guriag the week. and to-day is dull. More 
wheat is belay ground for feed than ever de- 
fore, and the demand for it seems to come 
from all parts of the country. In the end 
this will be a material help to the price. 
Receipts of spring wheat from now on will 
probably be large, and will attract consider- 
able attention and in a measure tend to check 
any advance. 

Corn is dull but firm. The country are the 
holders ia this market. They see the dam 
age all around them by drought and hold on 
to their purchases here. This prevents any 
break, but they have apparently done all the 
buying they care to for the present. Re- 
ceipts of corn here are not large, but we 
look for au increased movement inthe next 
two weeks. Farmers will feed corn as spar- 
ingly as possible and will replace it with 
other grains. Ihe industries that use large 
amounts of corn for manufacturing are 
likely to want less than in ordinary years. 
Exports will be light, and we consider the 
damage done to thecrops offset by the aa- 
vance in the price. 

Oats had a little advance this week 
caused by large purchases supposed to be for 
a prominent shipping house here, but the

The Question as to the Improvement in 
the Financial Outlook. 


WITH THE PASSING OF THE TARIFF 
FACTOR MINOR TROUSLES DISAPPEAR. 


But the Bettermeng of Conditions Not 
Yet en a Solid Basis—Wall Street Is 
Rarely Without a Grievance — The 
Railway Situation — Bankrupt Reads 
Must Ee Reorganized. 


New YorkK, Aug. 25.—Inasmuch as an up- 
ward movement has been inaugurated in 
stocks, it is as well that its foundation and 
support be looked into. In a general way the 
rise began Aug.1. It became apparent then 
that a settiement of „ tariff would result. 
With this outcome red, general business 
began torevive. The railway strikes, the 
damage to crops, doubts as to the mainten- 
ance of the Burlington dividend, the condl- 
tion of the Treasury and the previous de- 
pression created an immense short interest 
in the market. Unquestionably, at 
that time, this was the logical 
speculative position, aud the more 80 
asthere were signs of genuine liquidation. 
It is characteristic of the street that the re- 
moval of the tariff factor has caused the 
rest to be forgotten at once. The tre- 
mendous losses incurred and the rest of the 
dominant factors have been swept one side. 
It is true that the ending of the tariff uncer- 
tainty contains a promise that business will 
continue to better, and it also may prove 
of help to the Government’s fnances. While 
there are evidences thatit is already work- 
ing to both of these ends, it is too soon to de- 
clare that the improvement is on a solid 
basis. The withdrawal of bonded goods is 
already in full swing and the replenishing of 


stocks of merchandise is reported. A mere 
reaction from the depression of yeste y 
would explain this much. hat must be de- 
termined is how long it will last. 

One thing seems certain, and that is that 
there is only a smalichance that the rolume 
of the business for the year will not be fully 
equalled and doubtless excelied. Railway 
earnings should keep up to last year's level. 
The damage to the corn crop will not begin 
to show in railway reports for a long time, 
and perhaps by that time the loss may be off- 
set by increases from other unexpected de- 
velopments. The covering of the large short 
interest in stocks has had more than any- 
thing else todo with the thus far achieved 
advance in the market. 
ing for long account 
ably conditional. 
learmed that there is any considerable in- 
crease in outside buying. The fact that the 
permanent speculative element in the street 
distrusted the advanceand fought it. re- 
sulted inonly a partial elimination of the 
short interest. The loaning rates of stocks 
remain high in spite of the continued cover- 
ing. Quoted loaning rates are susceptible of 
manipulation, and as brokers refuse to loan 
the stocks in their offices short selling would 
be impossible. The dally volume of business 
has for a fortnight deen on an increased 
average. 

As was stated last week, the outlook for a 
few months seems pretty clear. But every 
one familiar with the street knows that it is 
rarely without some grievance, reai or imag- 
inary. something may be expected to de- 
velop soon. Perbapsaftera little we shall 
hear of frosts and a further damaged crop. In 
the opinion of the best observers the market 
aside from the manipulations rests entirely 
on the extent of the business revival and the 
crop damages. It should not be forgotten that 
the present outlook for Kansas, Iowa and Re- 
brasba is very dismal. The only parts of the 
country from which favorable reports are 
heard are the South and Far West. Nor can 
it be expected withthe most favorable out- 
look for business andthe crops there will be 
prolonged broad stock market until the va- 
rious bankrupt roads are reorganized. It 
may be said, and in the opinion of many it is 
so, that this question is yyy the imost im- 
portant one to de settled. f default after 
default is to be allowed on the long 
list of defaulted bonds, and if pending 
reorgapizations are tobe blocked by petty 
dissenting committees, the improving situa- 
tion will receive a decided set back. Unfor- 
tunately there is little progress to be 
reported in any case. A plan is said to be 
ready for announcement by the Reading Com- 
mittee. The Atchison company is rather 
more fortunately situated than the others. As 


for the stockholders they have tke option of 


accepting or not the plan of reorganization, 
as they may desireto retain an interest in 
the property or otherwise. The Northern 
Pacific Co. has a stalwartarray of commit- 
tees. Only the General Committee represents 
all interests. Just what they expect to 
achieve they have not thus far explained to 
the pudlic.

DEATH AID IMMORTALITY. 


Some Interesting Symbols in Pegan and 
Christian Art—Medi@ral Helis.

In the Hindoo religion the pale horse was a 
symbol of the soul’s emancipation from the 
bondage of sense, and was an expression of 
joyous hope and faith. 

The river has long been a symbol to indi- 
cate the dividing line between life and death. 
The ferryman of the Styx, the real Charon. 
had his prototype among the Egyptians and 
other pagan peoples. 

Among the Greeks and Romans the in- 
verted torch was the symbol of death. 

Death was represented by the ancients as 
the twin brother oftslee p. 

The skeleton as the conventional symbol of 
mortality in Christian art had its origin in 
the biblicalconception of death having come 
into the world as a punishment of the trans- 
gression of Eden, a conception which, how- 
ever, isfoundin the religion of Persia long 
before the earliest biblical record. 

The phcenix was a common symbol in the 
art of ancient Paganism to indicate the sup- 
posed indestructible vitality of political 
dynasties. 

The cock was a favorite mbol of im- 
mortality among the primitive Christians on 
account of the supposed incorruptibility of 
ite nesh and the annual renewal of its plum- 


age. 

The Charon of the Greeks was not only a 
symbol of mortality but of immortality as 
weil. Asa.ferryman Michael Angelo used 
Charon in his picture of the Last Judg- 
ment. 

One of the queerest conceits in the religious 
art of ancient paganism is found in an Etrus 
can painting, representing the death-angels 
wheeling a soul off in a cart upon the path of 
its future life, while good and evil spirits are 
contending with one another for the posses- 
sion of it. 

The wheeled conveyance seems to have 
been a favorite both in pagan and Christian 
art, with the difference that Christian art, 
especially in the middie ages, substituted a 
common go-cart or heavy hay wagon for the 
graceful Greek and Roman quadriga. 

Arealistic view of a great congregation 
burating the bonds of death In a medieval 
grave-vard was one of the most curious con- 
ceits of that age.

HE WRITES IN SOLITARY CONFINEMENT. 


A convict in solitary confinement in the 
Penitentiary at Jefferson City for ten years 
past has written a novel. Its title is M 
Friend Lulu Norris; or, The Convict’s Oath.’’ 

The name of the convict-author is J. B. 
Johnson, and when he entered the Peniten- 
tiary twelve years ago he bore the reputa- 
tion of a desperate and dangerous man. 
With the assistance of Mr. George T. White 
of Jefferson City a Post-DisParcn corre- 
spondent recently secured from Johnson a 
sketch of his life and a synopsis of the story 
written by him in the solitude of his cell in 
the Penitentiary. 

The writer begins bis autobiography with 
the story of his early childhood and then fol- 
lows it up to that period when, for the first 
time, he became a lawtreakerand entered 
into conflict with society. At this point he 
says: ‘‘As a gambler stands in the same re- 
lationship to a thief that a tadpole does toa 
frog. I had but one short step to take to de- 
come a thief, and this step was taken in an 
evil moment when want was pressing me 
hard—although it was my own fault—and I 
would be ashamed te confess it here 80 
frankly if 1 did not feel pertectly secure in 
the fortitude and resolution of my own mind 


to resist evil and to hold temptation at arms’ 
length in the future. 

Thus prefacing the story of his outlawry 
with a declaration of reformation, Convict 
Johnson proceeds with the facts in the case. 
They are as follows: 

Something over twelve years ago he was 
arrested at Clarence, Mo.,on a charge of 
having robbed a hotel-Keeper at Shelbyville. 

‘‘Knowing tbat the charge was true, 
Johnson writes, I made several desperate 
attempts to eseape from the officers of the 
law. My first attempt was made at Clarence, 
where I leaped through an open window 
from a two-story building and broke my leg. 
My nextattempt was made a few months 
later, after my leg had got abost 
well, and while 1 was in the 
Palmyra jail, awaiting the sitting 
of court in Shelby County. Ithen broke jail 
and might have gotten away had I thought 
less of my fellow-men and more of No. 1. But 
after Dreaking =v ee three doors and get- 
ting safely outside, i returned toassist my 
partner, who was ion tbe arms of the jaller. 
At that moment hie mother, Mrs. Dudley, had 
the courage and presence of mind torun 
against the outside door, which shut witha 
spring lock, and then recaptured me single- 
hended ana alone, notwithstanding the fact 
that as she closed the door she saw me knock 
ber son, the jaller, tothe floor with a bar of 
iron. And for doing thig, although it was at 
my expense, I have always thought of the 
old lady asa heroine as brave and gquickwit- 
tod as any that ever grew. 

**] was landed in the Penitentiary on Oct. 
13, 1882, and soon after attempted to scale 
the wall bat failed. I then, in February, 1883, 
tried it over again, dressed in ‘square’ 
clothes taken from one of the foremen, but 
failed again. But a big freand a riot fol- 
lowed my failure, and for this | was charged 
with arson and an attempt to escape, and 
was sentenced by the Cole County Court to 
twelve years more, Making twenty-four 
years in all, tas my first sentence from shelby 
County was for twelve years. 

‘*Immediately after fire I was placed in 
solitary confinement and Nved in this soll- 
tude for ten years aud six Weeks. It was a 
dark and gloomy life. The cell was narrow 
and dark, Dut I masaged to tough it out by 
Axing my mind on good reading matter and 
taking care of myself. 

Convict Johnson then goes on to tell how 
he sought to lessen the horrors of solitary 
confinement by wait short stories and 
finally by becoming ssed in his novel. 
Of this latter he s ?

Laclede’s Landing, Lafayette’s 
Reception and Dickens’ Visit. 


ST, LOUIS IN EARLY DAYS. 


Few citizens of St, Louis to-day realize that 
it is scarcely 180 years since rierre Laclede 
Ligueste selected the site of St. Louis for his 
trading post, and Instructed his trusted lieu- 
tenant and companion, Auguste Chouteau,to 
come back to the site in the spring of 1764 
and to balld sheds and houses for his 
people; and it was jast 180 
years ago the léth day of last March since 
Auguste Choutean with a foree of thirty 
mechanics landed ata point which to-day 
would be at the foot of Walnut street, and 
built the Orst house in the settlement of St. 
Louis, or more properly speaking, the first 
shed, for the pioneers were more careful of 
their tools and provisions than they were of 
their personal comfort.

The Governor 
refused and his donor called upon 
his aldermen who agreed to advance the 
money necessary and tb collect it afterward 
from the eit if no objections were offered, 
and in case there were, to stand the expenses 
themselves. Mis honor is said to have told a 
number of friends in later years, in relating 
the circumstance, that the cost of Lafay- 
ette’s entertainment was $32, which was re- 
funded to the Mayor and Aldermen by 
the people. Maj. Pierre jChouteau 
offered the use of his residence for headquar- 
ters, for Gen. Lafayette during his visit. 
Maj. Chouteau was a man of weaith, and his 
residence was a mansion and a fortification 
atthe same time. The house with its out- 
bulidings occupied the entire block bounded 
by Washington avenue, Main street, Vine 
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St. Louis in 1770. 
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happy eom dination of circumstances, which | 
changed it in the first year of Its existence 
from a trading post to a settlement. No 
person was better qualified to give authentic 
information with regarito the founding of 
St. Louis than Auguste Chouteau, and it is 
from his memorandom given dy the Chou- 
teau family to the Mercantile Library that 
the following authentic account of the 
founding of st. Louis has been gathered. 

In 1762 Gen. D’Abadie, Commander of 
Loulsiana, granted to Laciede Ligueste and 
others the exclusive privilege of trading 
with savages ofthe Missour! and Far West 
for their furs. Laclede and his followers 
left New Orleans on the 3d of August, 1763, 
with a strong following and large quantities 
of goods to be used in trading 
with the tribes of the Missouri. 
It was his intention to stop at 


St. Genevieve, the only settlement that the 
French had onthe right bank of the river, 
but it was found thatthe inhabitants of the 
village could not store all the goods that 
Laciede had brought with him. In this pre- 
dicament he accepted the invitation of the 
commander of Fort de Chartres to store his 
goods in the fort, and on Nov. 3, 1763, he dis- 
embarked ali his goods ani went into winter 

vuarters. While the party was at Fort 

e Chartres, Laclede and Chouteau recon- 
noiterea the west bank of the Mississippi 
River near the mouth of the Missouri River 
for a suitable site forthe establishment of a 
permanent trading post. The present site 
of St. Louls Was at once selected by Laciede, 
who even at that early day prophesied that 
it would be the site of one of the largest 
cities on the American continent and who, in 
instructing Chouteau about the building of 
the houses, ordered 
streets for a town an 
housesonthem. The following parnarape 
with reference to the establishment of the 
post, is taken from Choutesu’s diary: 

„„I arrived at the designated place on 
March 14, and oa the morning of the next 
Gay I pat the men to work.

sion. here are many traditions 
and stories of incidents said to 
have occurred during the visit of the 
famous General, among others the meeting 
and recognition of an old comrade in arms 
by Lafayette. A banquet in honor of the dis- 
tinguished visitor was given in the evening 
at the City Hotel, at the corner of Third and 
Vine streets. A ball followed the banquet, 
and the committee from the bDall-room es- 
corted the General on board the boat, where 
he slept, and which got under way in the 
morning before he awoke. 

The visit of Lafayette to st. Louis is treas- 
ured in the hearts of its people as one of the 
greatest events of the kind in its history. 
Many distinguished men have visited 
the city since, buat none received greater 
honors than did the French patriot. 
When Prince Napoleon visited st. Louis with 
his suite it was, of course, a social event of 
importance, and the same may De said of the 
visitof Dom Pedro,.the late Emperor of 
Brazil, who was the guest of the late Henry 
T. Blow while here, and who was royally en- 
tertained at the old Blow mansion in Caron- 
delet, since wrecked...The visit of the dis- 
tinguished author, W. M. Thackeray, and his 
lectures atthe Mercantile Library Hall in 
March, 1856, was a pleasing event in the his- 
tory of the city. 

The visit of Oharles Dickens, the eminent 
English novelist, in April, 1842,seems to have 
met with iittle favor in the eyes of the histo- 
rians of st. Louls, as it is Darely mentioned 
by some, and by others is completely ig- 
nored. Perhaps it was Decause of the severe 
and unjust criticiem Dickens gave Sst. Louls 
on his return to England in hies American 
Notes. Indeed, from these same notes, his

Under the book and theatrical censorship 
the Russian literary man, be he journalist or 
author, has been compelied to invent a style 
of hisown,a style in which more is meant 
than meets the eye, which his reader under- 
stands perfectly, bat which the censor is too 
stupid to perceive, Dramatic and art criti- 
cism, book reviews and articles on travel 
and social customs are the disguises under 
which the Russian publicist presents his po- 
litical Opinions. 


The foreign book censorship is the most 
absurd and ridiculous. While objectionable 
books are ruthles confiscated, the public 
which wants to read them—and it ig o 
cessity limited—ean always get them because 
in the Interests of science and knowledge, 
certain people are exempted from opera- 
tions of the censor’s edict. Thas all profess- 
ors are excluded, all Governors of provinces, 
all Senators,a number of officials and nu- 
merous Others.

The output of the factory was 1,500 barrels a 
day, which was worth at the time $30,000. 
The workmen were well paid and happy, and 
the sugar turned out by the factory hada 
national reputation for excellence which 
caused it to sell readily in the 
market where it was offered. A 
concern whose business amounts to 

,000,000 a year is one which no large city can 
well afford to lose, and yet this business was 
ruthlessly torn from St. Louis by the trust 
which our own Senator Vest has befriended, 

There are business men in St. Louis who 
think the Sugar Trust should reopen the 
factory in consideration of what Missouri’s 
Senator has done for it. It may be said that 
itdid not pay to continue to operate the St. 
Louls refinery. This may be true 
es concerns the trust, but when the 
reflDmery was not in the trust it paid big divi- 
dends on the stcck, and it was no uncommon 
thing for it to pay 20 per cent per annum. 

The history of the old refinery is interest- 
ing. and shows a record of remark- 

suceess. The refinery, with its 
machinery, represents $2,000,000. It has been 
idle since 1888, 

The business of which the Belcher Refinery 
was the outgrowth, was established in 
140 by Willlam Belcher and Samuel 
McLean, ana in August of mat 
year the firm invited the attention of the 
tradeto the fact that they had on handa 
stock of refined spears and sugar-house mo- 
lasses—a pure article. 

Their refinery was located on Cedar 
street, west of Main. In 1644 the 
plant was ode out the 
high water, and in 184 it removed tothe 
block between Main and Lewis and Bates 
and O'Fallon streets. In 1854 Belcher & Co., 
who bad purchased the business from the 
Gay-Glasgow Co., who had succeeded the 
starters of the industry, failed in consequence 
of some heavy speculations of the Belchers 
in foreign sugar. A company was formed 
with a capital of $1,000,000 to purchase the 
business and operate the factory. The con-; 
cern was knowa asthe Beicher’s Sugar Ke- 
fining Oo. It operated the refinery until 
1881, and then failed in consequence 
of a decline in the price of sugar caused by 
foreign sugar coming into the market. The 
company could not cancel their contracts 
and was forced to run along at a loss. The 
holders of $750,000 of the- mortgage bonds 
bought the refinery in, and under the name 
of the 8t. Louis Sugar Refinery operated the 
facto for a year ata loss and then went 
into the trust which operated it for six 
months longer and —- it,since which 
it bas been idle. 


CENSORSHIP IN RUSSIA. 


4 Bureau of Many Departments, Very 
irksome to the Cgar’s Subjects.

One 
of them is the censorship of the Holy Synod, 
which watches over religious matters and 
tries to prevent the publication or introduc- 
tion into the country of books or printed 
matter likely to injure the interests of the 
Orthodox Greek Church, This censorship is 
the most stupid of ali.

Very different is the fate of the foreign 
ot ys pa ae censor. His is a dull and dreary 
life of routine and India ink. The foreign 
press censorship is a department of the Post- 
office, and thereby bangs a tale. 
Theoretically no foreign newspapers are 
admitted into Russia. The only rson who 
is entitled dy law to receive foreign periodi- 
cals is His Majesty the Emperor. He has 
what is called his list. By great gracious- 
ness his majesty has madea present of this 
list to the country. People may subscribe 
through the Post-office and obtain the pa- 
pers on the imperial list, but no others, and 
a foreign paper that presumes too much on 
the toleration of his majesty is likely to be 
struck from the list. 

The London Daily Telegraph, for instance, 
met this fate years ago, and since then 
copies of that paper cannot be obtained in 
Russia, nor is the paper allowed to havea 
correspondent there. It has one, all the 
same, but his position is secret and — 

As soon as a foreign paper crosses the Rus- 
sian frontier its troubles begin. All the 
foreign papers that are sent to Russia must 
enter that country through st. Petersburg, 
the window, as Peter the Great called it, for 
Russia to look out of at Europe. When the 
papers get onthe Russian train they are 
sorted and arranged by a staf on Doard, who 
lay aside a sample of each forthe censor’s 
eyes. When they arrive at the General Post- 
office in St. Petersburg the censor’s work be- 
gins. He reads through the samples care- 
fully and marks the objectionable passages, 
which are then obiiterated by meens of India 
ink. Of course even censors are human, and 
occasionally something escapes their wateh- 
fuleyes. Then they havea warm time of it. 
On the whole, however, they do their w 
most efficiently.

THE YOUNGEST RAILWAY MANAGER. 


He Is a Minnesota Soy, aud Is President 
ot an Blectrie Road. 
Little Archie Cowley of Deiwood, Minn., 
is probably the youngest railway 
in the world. Archie is bat T years old, yet 
he controls an entire electrical railroad. ft 
is true that the road is but one-tenth ofa 
mile in length, nevertheless it is fitted out 
just as completely as any road that is rus 
by grown persons. Archie is president,

secretary, conductor, brakeman and mo- 
torman, while his sisters and playmates are 
the passengers. The road was built for 
Archie by his father, who is a St. Paul 
banker. 

There are three cars on the road—one 
motor car and two passenger cars. Each 
car is five feet long and two feet wide. It is 
not a trolley road. Instead of a trolley wire 
there is along strip of iron, which lies de- 
tween the tracks and supplies the electricity 
which makes the carsrun along. On the 
motorcar is the rheostat, whichis an ar- 
rangement for controlling the electric cur- 
rent. By using it Archie can make his ears 
move as fast or as slowas he pleases. On 
this car also is the motor and the brake, and 
alsothe reversing ewitch which makes the 
cars move back ward. 

At one end of the road is the power-house, 
where the electricity is produced. The 
electric current comes from a small dynamo, 
whieh u driven by a petroleum engine. 
There is also a shed where the cars are 
stored at night and in wintertime. In the 
power-house everything is arranged just the 
same as it it was a large station ran dy a 
regular company. 

But Archie is the company in this case. 
His road is on the hilt by the side of 
White Bear Lake, and he is the only boy 
inthat region who is able to go — 
in summer time. He himself will te 
you, the bestof allis, thatin this kind of 
coasting you do not have to walk oP the bill.

A SAFETY STOPPER. 


For Volatile and Inflammeble Liquids, te 
Prevent Bxplosions. 

Casks filled with ether, Denzine and other 
mineral essencesare constantly exposed to 
the danger of explosion on account of the in- 
security of their stoppers. To prevent ex- 
plosion of these liquids M. Gepratte, a 
Frenchman, bas constructed a new stopping

device, cylindrical in shape, with two orifices 
atthe top. When the faucet is opened to let 
the liquid runout, the air valve depresses 
the semi-circular C, whichis mounted on a 
spring R, and the air enters the eask through 
the tube J. But between the outside air and 
the round — is a metal sheet T, and 
even if the combustible vapors should be- 
come ignited above this, the flames coula not 
communicate with the liquid in the cas. 
This safety stopper can also be used with ad- 
vantage for wine and beer barrels. 


MEMORY er MOVEMENT. 


Interesting Bxperiments and Observa- 
tious by a Russian fotentist. 


Dr. schneider of Jurieff (Dorpat), acting on 
the advice of Prof. Ciz, bas made a series of 
observations on the effect of the lapse of 
time upon the memory of movements. These 
are published as a graduation dissertation 
(in Russian). The method adopted was to 
Ox the right arm ofan intelligent person s0 
that only the wrist could move, and to tie a 
pencil to the forefinger so that a curved line 
could be marked on a piece of paper ruled in 
millimeters. The person was lindfolided 
and requested to draw a hne, and, 
after a definite interval 
he was asked to draw 
vs nearly as possible of similar length; the 
length of this was compared with that of the 
first line and the error soted. Altogether 
4,000 experiments were made with three in- 
dividdals, the mean error after half a 
minute being one twenty-ninth; after two 
minutes, one twenty-eighth; after six 
minutes, one twenty-fourth; after ten 
minutes, One twenty-Orst; after fifteen min- 
utes one seventeenth of the length of the 
original stroke; thus showing that the mem. 
ory of movements grows rapidly less and less 
accurate even Guring the first few succeed, 
ing minutes.

Some Interesting Facts Abeut Their Man- 
ufacture and Use.

Writing with rice water, to be rendered 
visible dy the application of todine, was 
practiced successfully in the correspondence 
with Jelalabad in the first Afghan war.

This 
led to an official inguiry on the subject by 
the French authorities, and some strange 
revelations were oDtainea from some 
of the convicts. It appears that when 
information has to de conveyed to a 
prisener a formal letter, containing ap- 

ently nothing but a few trivial 
acts ofa personal nature ig forwarded to 
the prison. This is read the govern 
who stamps it, and allows it to be handed 
the man to whom it is addressed, The lat 
however, is aware that there is anothe 
ter to be read within the lines 


ger. 
Perhaps the most dangerous of its kind is 
one that consists of an aqueous solution of 
iodide of starch. In four weeks characters 
written with it disappear, preventing all use 
or abuse of letters, and doing away with all 
document evideace of any kind in the 
hands ofarecipient. Hut a recent discovery 
by Prof. Braylants of the University of Lou- 
vain surpasses all, inasmuch as no ink at all 
is required in order to convey a 
secret message. He lays several sheets 
of note paper on each other, and 
writes on the uppermost with a 
pencil; then selects one of the under sheets 
on which no marks of the writing are visibie. 
On exposing this sheet to the vapor of ludine 
for a few minutes it turns yellowish and the 
writing appears ofa violet brown color. On 
further moistening the paper it turas blue, 
and the letters show in violet lines. The ex- 
planation is that note paper eontains starch, 
which under pressure Decomes bydramide 
and turns dlue lu the iodine fumes. It is dest 
to write on a hard desk, say a pane of glass. 
Sulphurous acid gas can make the writing 
disappear again, and it ean be revived a sec- 
ond time. 


Corea’s Aneient Ironelad. 

Ensign George C. Foulke, U. 8. N., who 
spent several years in Corea in charge of the 
American Legation at Seoul, ina report to 
the Navy Department in 1883, wrote regard-

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BICYCLE MAIL SERVICE. 


Something of Interest to Both Stamp 
Collector and Wheelman. 
Here is the cut of a bicycle man stamp used 
in California during the great strike. It ig 
crudely engraved in great haste, but it served 
avery useful purpose for a few days. It 
tells the reasons that called for its 
issue. In the upper angle are the 
letters ba & U., meaning the 
American Rallway Union, and in t

lower angle the word *‘strike.’’ The recent 
blockade so interfered with mall service u 
the Soutbern Pacific Railroad that, for the 
convenience of the merchants who wanted to 
torward mailto San Francisco, A. C. Banta, 
the manager of a bicycie house in Fresno, 
originated the idea of running a bicycle mail 
route between the two cities. He quickly 
made arrangements, and fora number of 
Gays profitably carried letters by bicycle 
at 2% cents apiece. Of course, each 
letter Dore the United States 2-cent 
stamp. The trips were made iu ro- 
lays of fifty miles, the entire journey 
occupying from two to three days. July 19, 
when the strike was declared off, the bicycle 
mail service ceased. Thecolorof this inter- 
esting stamp was een, and about 5,000 
copies in all were printed. 


Army Bicycles. f 
The sum of 100,000 marks is included in the 
German army estimates for the present year 
for the supply of bicycles for the Infantry.
